A life-long resident of Searsport, Charles is survived by his 
widow, Ella (Howard) Rogers, one son, two daughters, four grand- 
children, and one sister. 


Charles was, and still is, an integral part of Searsport, just as 
its church steeples, historic buildings, and rocky beaches are. The 
Town was the focal point of his life, and he loved its people and 
everything about it. After being self-employed for many years as a 
farmer and lumber mill operator, he worked at the Air Force Tank 
Farm prior to joining the Town’s Public Works Department in 
March, 1961. In early fall of 1974, he became Foreman of that 
Department and retired as such because of ill health on April 1, 
1979. 


Charles’ untimely death on November 27, 1980 brought an 
end to a lifetime of unselfish work and devotion to Searsport, his 
“home town”. He has left his mark everywhere, particularly on 
those of us who were fortunate enough to have known him as a 
friend, Husband, Father, and good neighbor. Searsport is a better 
place today because of Charles Rogers’ singular desire to make it so.

TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 
To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Searsport: 


It is once again my distinct pleasure to present to you the 
Annual Report of the Town for 1980. | am pleased to report that, 
in spite of decreasing revenues and the ever-shrinking dollar, the 
general financial condition of the Town is still very good. At year’s 
end, we had a cash balance of approximately $28,000, with all bills 
paid. 


The question which is foremost in everyone’s mind these days 
is ‘‘What are we going to do about the accelerating schools, Town, 
and County Government operating costs and the resulting annual 
tax increases?” If | knew all the answers to that one, | would today 
be sitting at the right hand of President Reagan in the White House 
Oval Office rather than here in Union Hall! 


There are, nevertheless, three basic factors which directly af- 
fect our tax rate each year: 


1. The increased operating costs mentioned above (due to 
inflation, etc.). 


2. Thesize of our tax base, i.e., total property valuations. 


3. The amcunt of revenues which we receive each year from 
Federal, State, and local sources. 


By trimming everything to the bone, we are able to offer the 
voters at our 3/14/81 Town Meeting a 1981 Budget, the gross 
amount of which is only 4.9% higher than 1980's, in spite of a 
current inflation rate of almost 3 times that figure. The net Budget, 
however, is considerably larger, due to the fact that, for the first 
time in many years, the use of Surplus funds is not recommended. 


In this regard, | liken my role as chief financial advisor for the 
Town to that of a watchdog, barking and threatening to bite any- 
one who crosses a dangerous and unacceptable line! | cannot over- 
stress, however, the importance of maintaining an increasingly 
larger Unappropriated Surplus Account each year to partially offset 
the expanding dollar amounts of the relatively stable 8% uncollect- 
ed taxes at each year’s end. 


Since new home construction locally is almost at a standstill, 
further expansion of our present 41% industrial base is our only 
real hope to minimize future tax increases. There were four signifi- 
cant developments Statewide in 1980, all focusing on Sears Island, 
which will surely have far-reaching positive impacts on future tax 


bases: 


Governor Brennan’s official wholehearted support for 
our efforts to obtain State financing for construction 

of anew modern cargo port facility on the Island. We 
now look forward to favorable approval of a State Bond 
Issue for this purpose during this current Session of the 
110th Legislature and ultimate Statewide voter Refer- 
endum approval next November. 


The Maine Department of Transportation's firm commit- 
ment to oversee and expedite construction of a new road- 
way and causeway from Route 1 to the site of the Port 
facility on the west side of the Island. 


Purchase of 400+ acres of Sears Island by Central Maine 
Power Company and the latter’s receipt of a $3.6 million 
feasibility study grant from the U.S. Department of En- 
ergy for construction of a coal-gasification plant on the 
Island. 


The long-awaited Land Use Plan for Sears Island, com- 
missioned by the Bangor and Aroostook Railroad, and 
the resulting formation of a Sears Island Development 
Task Force, spearheaded by the Maine Development 
Foundation, to actively promote and market 350 acres 
of the Island for industrial development. 


Finally, at long last, Searsport has joined together with seven 
other Towns in Waldo County to form the Waldo County Develop- 
ment Corporation, with the single purpose of expanding the econ- 
omic base of Waldo County and creating new job opportunities for 


its people. 


In closing, | wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, my fellow 
Town employees, and each individual citizen for the encourage- 
ment and enthusiastic support which they have given me personally 
throughout the past year as | became more and more personally in- 
volved in all of the above. In spite of the doldrums of today, the 
future for our Town does look very bright indeed.

ASSESSOR’S REPORT 


My duty as your Assessor is to place a value on all Real Estate 
and taxable Personal Property in the Town of Searsport. The pro- 
cess by which this is accomplished is neither mysterious nor secret, 
but it is, on the contrary, open to everyone’s scrutiny. The list of 
taxpayers, the location of their property, the value of the land, the 
buildings and other improvements on the land, and taxable personal 
property are all available in the Commitment Book which is always 
on the counter in the Town Office. The tax maps, which show the 
location and approximate property lines of all parcels in town, are 
also available for your inspection in the main office. 


In addition to this available material, there is other information 
and material at your disposal in the Assessor’s office. This consists 
of aerial photographs, some detailed surveys, many other maps and 
property cards with detailed descriptions of all residential, commer- 
cial and industrial property in Searsport. 


Values of all properties are arrived at in the same manner and the 
information accumulated is recorded on individual property cards 
that are kept in a fireproof file cabinet. As the illustration of a 
property card shows, a comprehensive description and accurate 
sketch of the building assessed and the size of the lot, the amount 
of road frontage, the type and quantity of tree growth, the 
amount of cleared land, the utilities available are all noted on the 
card. 


Building values are determined by using cost manuals and sched- 
ules compiled by the State Bureau of Taxation and publishing 
firms specializing in such publications. These values, in conjunction 
with the actual prices of real estate sales occurring in Searsport, 
(from 4/1/78 to 4/1/80, 188 sales were recorded at the Register of 
Deeds) are the basis for an Equitable Assessment of all properties 
in Searsport. Every effort is made by your Assessor to assure 
Equity, but it is readily admitted that some errors may occur in 
which case every effort is made to make the necessary corrections. 
If you have any questions regarding your assessment, | welcome 
your inquiries and the opportunity to go over your property card 
with you.

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AMBULANCE SERVICE REPORT 
To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen, and Citizens of Searsport: 


You have called upon your ambulance service this year in record 
numbers resulting in a 64% increase in the number of calls over last 
year (the previous record high) and a resultant 75% increase in 
mileage. We responded to 175 calls travelling 4,257 miles in 1980. 
We believe this to be due to your increased awareness of the ser- 
vices available to you rather than an increase in need. 


The ambulance service has been actively recruiting new people 
to replace those who have left in the past few years and we have 
been successful to date. Searsport is not immune to the problems 
of “burn out’ which plague rescue workers all over the country. 
(How often can you ask a volunteer to stay home on weekends 
and get out of bed at 3:00 A.M. in the winter cold?) We would 
like to have trained First Responders to serve in North Searsport 
to shorten our response time there. We also encourage anyone in- 
terested in working with us to please make themselves known. 


The training program has been heavy in 1980. Two more of our 
crew became Emergency Medical Technicians last spring and our 
entire crew participated in EMT refresher training conducted here 
in Searsport for the first time. At this writing we have three people 
enrolled in an EMT course being conducted at Pen-Bay Medical 
Center. By the time this is printed, five of our EMTs will be parti- 
cipating tn Advanced Life Support training — a first for Waldo 
County! We also plan to conduct a basic Emergency Medical Tech- 
nician course of 162 hours at Waldo County General Hospital. 
This course will be taught by EMTs from Searsport with support- 
ing help from other squads. While all of this is going on, we are 
training our new people in the basic skills of Advanced First Aid 
and CPR. The end result of this training allows us to better serve 
you in your time of need. 


In conjunction with training we have added new medical equip- 
ment to the ambulance to enable us to render better patient care. 
In terms of equipment we anticipate no major expenditures in 
1981, but will need to replace our 8-year old ambulance next year. 
It has served us well, folks, but is growing old and showing signs of 
age. There is already $11,116.00 in an Ambulance Reserve Ac- 
count earning 62% interest so that will help considerably when the 
time comes. 


Each year we conduct a blood pressure clinic on the Fourth of 
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July and this year we also conducted a follow-up clinic two weeks 
later. We plan to do more of that type of activity in 1981. We also 
participated in a Health Fair at Searsport District High School. In 
the coming year we plan to offer CPR and Basic First Aid courses 
to the public so that you will be better prepared at home and know 
what to do until we arrive. 


We maintain confidential medical information on Searsport 
residents who care to share it with us so we may provide better 
patient care. Should you wish to make this.information avail- 
able to us there are forms for that purpose at the town office. 


Finally, | wish to publicly recognize the members of your am- 
bulance service who give so much to our Town.

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RECREATION DIRECTOR'S REPORT 


The 1980 year continued to be an expansion year for the 
Searsport. Recreation Department with an addition of six new pro- 
grams and ten new special events. 


The Searsport Recreation Department provided twenty-eight 
programs and thirty-seven special events throughout the year serv- 
ing all ages within the community. Over 800 people took part in 
the year-long recreation programs and over 1,500 participated in 
the special events. These numbers apply only to the actual partici- 
pants and not the many who enjoyed the activities as spectators. 


New programs added during the 1980 year included women’s 
basketball and softball, men’s softball team, 3-on-3 men’s basket- 
ball league, ladies aerobic exercise classes, and a youth archery 
program. Some of the special events of the past year that were 
successful were the David Mallet Concert, Western Day at the park, 
a co-ed watermelon softball game with Searsport and Stockton 
Springs, and our first rowboat races during the Fourth of July 
festivities. 


The Searsport Recreation Department does offer many acti- 
vity programs but the department has in the past three years gone 
further by assisting other organizations through various services 
and at the same time provided recreational activities for the com- 
munity. The Recreation Department, with the help of Mrs. Donna 
Mallet of the Bayview Boarding Home, was able to hold a concert 
featuring David Mallet. The proceeds went towards the purchase 
of new patio furniture for the residents of the Home to enjoy dur- 
ing the warmer months. The concert, which was a great success, 
provided great entertainment for those who attended and made 
life more enjoyable for those at the Boarding Home. Other service 
programs were our Bike-a-thon and the Heart-Beat-Bounce Pro- 
gram events. Both these programs provided a fun time for the 
participants as well as financial assistance for the public services. 
The SAD 56 Special Education class has always been a growing 
concern of the Recreation Department. A Swim Program was esta- 
blished for the children over three years ago with the assistance of 
Mike Crowley of Belfast High School, SAD 56, Ada Curtis, Margar- 
et Leach, and a number of dedicated high school students who 
work with the children each swim period. This program has given 
these children the opportunity to learn to swim as well as prepared 
them for the Maine Special Olympics each year at Colby College. 
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The success of many recreation programs has been due to the 
people that volunteer their time and services to the department. 


The Pee Wee Basketball program has benefited with the time 
put in by our high school students who act as coaches and officials. 
Each year the season has ended with an annual awards banquet for 
the youngsters, their parents, and the coaches. | would like to thank 
the Searsport Lions for letting us use their facility and the parents 
of the players who aided by donating sandwiches and desserts to the 
supper. It has always been a fun and successful conclusion to their 
basketball season. 


} Our summer teams increased with the addition of the women’s 
and men’s softball teams. Many thanks go to Roy Dakin who 
supervised the men’s program and Ron Ashey who coached the 
women’s team. From the women’s softball team we started an an- 
nual event in Searsport called the Searsport-Stockton Co-ed Water- 
melon Softball game. The teams consisted of the women’s softball 
teams and their husbands. This event provided a fun time for both 
players and spectators. 


The Searsport Babe Ruth Baseball team, under the direction 
of Chris Murphy, consisted of a very young team but this group 
of young men did a fine job throughout the season. | also want to 
thank the fathers who aided the Farm League Baseball Program. 


The Lassie League Softball Team had a good turnout again of 
young girls. Trisha York and Deb Sanborn did a fine job with the 
girls this past summer and | appreciate the time they put into the 
program. 


Searsport’s Fourth of July festivities proved to be another 
fun time for all. The Recreation Department took part by holding 
a street dance at the Town Wharf the night before to help get 
things underway. On the 4th we had our first bakeoff, a tire festi- 
val for the children, contests in bike and wagon decorating for the 
parade, and our first rowboat races which were held that evening 
at the Town Wharf. Many thanks to Merrill Transport and Dan 
Rich for their assistance. 


Every October each youngster, and | think parents as well, 
look forward to the ghoulish hour when the Searsport Recreation 
Department holds their annual Halloween Program. The program 
starts off with the Poster Painting Contest held two weeks prior 
to Halloween. The posters are judged and placed on display in the 
local businesses. Halloween night proves to be a fun occasion for 
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the children with the Halloween Parade and Contest early that 
evening. Here every youngster is a winner with no child being left 
out. Following these events the local churches put on a supper 
with food donated by members of the Methodist and Congrega- 
tional Churches. The Church Youth Group again did a fine job 
with their maze and games for the children. This year we had our 
largest turnout ever in the program. 


Another year is underway and with it we have more new pro- 
grams and special events in the making which will enhance the 
Searsport Recreation Department even more.

The Carver Memorial Library continues to grow in usefulness to 
Searsport citizens. During the summer months, when it was not 
necessary to heat the building, the ‘‘open hours” were extended 
another four hours, to include Monday afternoons. It is planned to 
do this again next summer. | 


_As of September there were 958 active library card users. This 
_number continues to increase each month. 


Total circulation of books was 7,588 and there were 4,732 
patron visits during the year. 


Last January Mrs. Kaiser began a book service to the Bayview 
Boarding Home, including large print books from the State Library. 
Books are rotated monthly. A Scrabble Tournament was held in 
February. During National Library Week in April, Mr. Donald 
-Mortland of Unity College gave a lecture on Maine Authors. 


The Summer Reading Club attracted 70 children this year. . 
Forty of the enrollees finished the program and received certifi- 
cates. Mrs. Barbara Pearson and Mrs. Debbie Sanborn coordinated 
a party for the finishers and several parents assisted. 


A film series, ‘Images and Issues,”” was held during the summer 
and was well received. It is hoped a similar program will be avail- 
able this summer. The Ways and Means Committee held a very 
_ successful White Elephant and Book Sale in August. Mrs. Eleanor 
Sullivan volunteered her services for a weekly story hour. It began 
on October 28th and is still continuing on Tuesday afternoons. | 


Our librarian and a trustee, Miss Lucy Nichols, attended the 
Maine Library Association conference in Portland for one day and 
Mrs. Kaiser attended a regional meeting in Belfast in the fall. 


The Sears Room continues to be used for Town Recreation pro- 
grams and by other Searsport groups. No fee is asked for its use, 
but a donation towards heat and lights is greatly appreciated. 


Membership reminders were sent out at the end of 1979 and 
the response was excellent. 


Lost and overdue books plus some minor vandalism continue 
to be a problem. 


The increasing cost of new books, fuel and electricity keep the 
Library on a very tight budget, but it is the desire of the Trustees 
and the Librarian to try to expand services as much as possible and 
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remain solvent. 


The Carver Memorial Library has been carried on by the Asso- 
ciation that was formed when the building was given to the Town 
of Searsport by the heirs of Captain George A. Carver in 1910. 
Others left endowed funds and many gave collections of books. 
The Town’s only expense has been the Librarian’s salary and insur- 
ance. All repairs, heat, electricity, water and books have been paid 
for from funds of the Carver Memorial Library Association. Thanks 
should be extended to those people who began the Association and 
who generously contributed their time and money to help it grow 
over the past 70 years. 


This report could not be complete without a tribute to Miss 
Sally Dow who died last fall.

The voted appropriations that total $40,000.00 from the 
Local Fiscal Assistance (Federal Revenue Sharing) Funds were al- 
located for the purpose of administration, general recreation, and 
the purchase of a pickup truck. The new entitlements of $39,608.00 
were promptly included in the investments that yielded an addition- 
al income from interest of $775.43. Within the scope of our exam- 
ination, that included the expenditures, nothing came to our atten- 
tion that would indicate non-compliance with the pertinent Fed- 
eral requirements. 


A decrease in unappropriated surplus became unavoidable 
when the amount of $55,000.00 was appropriated therefrom in 
the same year that the excise tax revenue was, to the extent of 
$64,000.00, appropriated for highway purposes. The field of re- 
covery of $55,000.00 was, therefore, limited to the tax overlay, 
which is contemplated to be no more than the avoidance of an 
awkward fraction in the tax rate, plus such other miscellaneous 
items not voted upon. The very sound and knowledgeable recom- 
mendation by your town manager to ‘‘guard your surplus’ was not 
fully implemented. The largest items toward recovery of the 
$55,000.00 charge to surplus were the tax overlay of $17,386.85 
and the favorable management of departmental operations with its 
unexpended balances being in excess of the overdrafts by $19,159.52. 
The combination of lesser factors was another net loss of $1,516. 91, 
thus the decrease of $19,970.54. 


The cash position became seriously depleted in ratio to the 
scope of operations. The general funds invested decreased to only 
$469.16. Other factors were the increases in outstanding taxes and 
tax liens, also the net cash outflow from departmental operations 
that pertained to balances carried forward. A new item of $18,000.00 
in the Debt Fund area was for land purchase and is the only serial 
obligation now outstanding, the final payment being made on all 
prior obligations in that area. 


The basis of the opinion that excise tax revenue should be or 
even must be allocated to highway purposes is recognized with the 
reservation that a motor vehicle is personal property and taxable 
as such on April 1st unless registered; that the intent is to provide 
enforcement, equitable value and at rates that provide for depre- 
ciation, also that the user of a car paying the minimum tax shall 
have equal mileage use as the owner of a new car. Restricted to 
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highway use would create another misfit regulation. 


The term ‘surplus’ in general use is generally misunderstood, 
being a fund balance, a mathematical difference between the assets 
and the liabilities at a time within, not at the end, of the tax in- 
come cycle. At the end of a calendar year such a balance precedes 
the inventory date for the following tax year by three months and 
by nearly six months prior to the new tax collections, leaving a 
time lag operation period that requires consideration of that factor. 


When measured by a sufficient period of time a substantial 
amount of the surplus, generally lessens the total taxation for such 
a period and conversely a near deficit position means inefficiency 
that increases the total tax burden. There is a position of compro- 
mise that serves both viewpoints wherein the policy base level is 
represented, for example, by a percentage of the current tax com- 
mitment or any other basis found consistent with efficient operat- 
ing. Under such circumstances the excise taxes and other revenues 
are not appropriated but serve to increase the operating cash. At 
the year end your fund balance should remain approximately the 
same as at the beginning of the year because the appropriation 
from surplus has been controlled on a sound basis by the gross 
gain of the prior year. The change in the fund balance will be the 
guideline whether to increase or decrease the appropriation, if 
such is the policy, from surplus at the next town meeting. The 
foregoing basis is intended to provide working capital during the 
time lag period in contrast to the penalty of tax anticipation 
borrowing otherwise required. |

GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the voters of the Town of Searsport, in said County, 
qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the Town Of- 
fice, in said Town, on Tuesday, the 10th day of March A.D. 1981, 
at 10 o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on Articles 
Number 1 and 2. 


And to notify and warn the voters to meet at the Memorial Gym- 
nasium in said Town, at 10:00 o’clock in the morning on Saturday, 
the 14th day of March A.D. 1981, then and there to act on Articles 
3 through all of said Articles being set out below to wit: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a Moderator to preside at said Meeting. 


ARTICLE 2. To elect, by secret ballot, two (2) Selectmen for 
three years, a Town Clerk, two (2) School Administrative District 
No. 56 Directors for three years, and nine (9) Budget Advisory 
Committee members for two years. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Select- 
men, on behalf of the Town, to sell and dispose of or lease, any 
real estate it may now have, or come into possession of, during the 
year by virtue of foreclosed tax liens thereon, on such terms as 
they may deem advisable, and to execute and deliver quit claim 
deeds for such property, or act anything relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Select- 
men to sell and assign unmatured tax lien mortgages for not less 
than the amount unpaid plus interest and costs, except otherwise 
when voted on by the Town. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select-
